4. THE WASATCH 
WAVE BUILDING — 
Historic Site — was 
built about 1903 of ship- 
lap lumber, and is lo- 
cated at 31 West Center 
Street. 

The Wasatch Wave 
weekly paper celebrated 
its 100th birthday on 
March 23, 1989. The 
original editor-owner was 
William Buys. 

The Wave was pub- 
lished first in the upper 
room of the old court- 
house, then upstairs in 
the Heber Exchange, and 
in the building pictured 
until it moved to it's 
current site at 675 West 
100 South.
